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TOWN MEETING WARRANT 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sugar Hill, in the County of Grafton 
and the State of New Hampshire, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Meetinghouse, Sugar Hill, New 
Hampshire, Tuesday the fourteenth day of March, 1978 A.D. at 7:30 PM 
to act on the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk, a Moderator for a term of two years, 
a Selectman for a term of three years, a Town Treasurer, a Collector of 
Taxes, an Auditor, an Overseer of Public Welfare, a Supervisor of the 
Checklist for a term of six years, a Library Trustee for a term of three 
years, a Member of the Board of Adjustment for a term of five years and 
three persons for a term of one year each to act as an Appointing Author- 
ity to appoint temporary members to the Board of Adjustment in case of 
disqualification, resignation, death or absence of any permanent member 
or members, a Trustee of the Trust Funds for a term of three years, and 
a Trustee of the Carolina Crapo Trust Fund for a term of six years, and a 
Trustee of the Carolina Crapo Trust Fund for a term of two years, and 
to bring in your ballots for expanded exemptions on real estate for the 
elderly. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $9000 
(nine thousand dollars) for the Fire Department Equipment Reserve 
Fund, the sum of $8000 (eight thousand dollars) for the Highway Depart- 
ment Equipment Reserve Fund and the sum of $3000 (three thousand 
dollars) for the Police Department Equipment Reserve Fund. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $5600 
(five thousand six hundred dollars) for the purchase of a Police Cruiser 
and to authorize the withdrawal of that sum from the Police Department 
Equipment Reserve Fund. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $40,000 
(forty thousand dollars) for the purchase of a Front-End Loader, and to 
further authorize the Board of Selectmen to withdraw $6500 (six thousand 
five hundred dollars) from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under 
the provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 as ammended 
by the Second Session of the 94th Congress, and to authorize the with- 
drawal of $5000 (five thousand dollars) from the Highway Department 
Equipment Reserve Fund and to apply an amount not to exceed $15,000 
(fifteen thousand dollars) from surplus funds and to authorize the Select- 


men to borrow on the credit of the Town the balance of the sum of money 
so raised and appropriated for this purpose, and to authorize the issue of 
serial notes or bonds of the Town under and in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Municipal Finance Act or any other enabling authority, 
delegating to the Board of Selectmen the discretion of fixing the date, 
maturities, denominations, the interest rate, or discount rate in the case 
of notes, the place of payment, the form and other details of said bonds or 
notes and of providing for the sale thereof and to see if the Town will vote 
to accept any State and/or Federal monies available toward the purchase 
of same. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $2000 
(two thousand dollars) for the purchase of a Brush Chipping Machine 
and to authorize the withdrawal of that sum from the Highway Depart- 
ment Equipment Reserve Fund. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $5000 
(five thousand dollars) and to authorize the withdrawal of that sum from 
the Fire Department Equipment Reserve Fund to apply against the cost 
of the Fire Truck approved under Article 4 of the 1977 Town Meeting 
Warrant. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $1000 
(one thousand dollars) and to authorize the withdrawal of that sum from 
the Fire Department Equipment Reserve Fund for the purchase of equip- 
ment. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the use of $1374 (one 
thousand three hundred seventy four dollars) of Federal Anti-Recession 
Funds to offset salaries of Town Employees or to be used otherwise as 
the Board of Selectmen deems appropriate. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the removal of all 
present street lights in Sugar Hill and to replace lights only on all major 
intersections along New Hampshire Highways 117 and 18 within the Town 
limits and to raise and appropriate the sum of $2000 (two thousand dollars) 
for that purpose. 


Article 10. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
Town charges and make appropriations of the same as set forth in the 
following budget:

Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $2000 (two thousand dollars) for the purchase of approximately two 
acres from the Estate of Harold Smith for the use of the Richardson 
Memorial Library. 


Article 12. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate as a donation to the White Mountain Region Association. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
apply for, contract for, and accept aid from the government of the United 
States and the government of New Hampshire and to authorize the Se- 
lectmen to spend such funds. 


Article 14. (Entered By Petition) “That the Town of Sugar Hill, New 
Hampshire will vote to budget $250 to the Children’s Workshop, a non- 
profit day care, nursery school, and after school program, for the fiscal 
year 1978 - 1979.” (follow nine signatures). 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to direct a discount of one per- 
cent (1%) to be made to those persons or corporations who shall pay 
taxes within a period of time three weeks from the date of the tax bill. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Moderator to ap- 
point such committees as seem necessary and to have such committees 
report to the Board of Selectmen by October 1, 1978. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Select- 
men to offer for sale and to sell such articles of Town property as vehicles 
and equipment, when the Selectmen determine such action to be in the 
interest of the Town. 


Article 19. To transact any other business that may legally come before 
this meeting.

FROM THE SELECTMEN’S POINT OF VIEW 


The DUMP is dead! Long live the transfer station! With your ap- 
proval of our plans at the last annual meeting we proceeded and by July 
1 we closed our old dump and opened the new transfer station in Fran- 
conia. The transition went very smoothly with a minimum of trouble and 
a small amount of grumbling. The old dump was buried, the smoke and > 
the rats disappeared and the dump pickers folded their tents and silently 
went away. We don't plan to put up any monument or grave marker. 
We have been very pleased with the new operation which has had reason- 
ably few flaws and has actually been less expensive than we originally 
estimated. We are proud of the excellent spirit of cooperation between 
the three towns involved. 


Elsewhere in this issue you will find a very good report by the Fire 
Chief of the activities of the Fire Department during the past year. We 
would like to add a few comments to the subject. Over a period of sev- 
eral years there has been a substantial loss of membership in the fire 
department through attrition. We don’t think there is any particular 
cause for this, older members with long service have dropped out through 
weariness, younger members have decided that it just wasn’t their thing, 
and a few have quit because of the increased demands upon their time 
due to the very necessary constant training. During the past year the 
department started training five new volunteers, including two females, 
as the Chief mentions in his report. 


To be quite blunt about it, we have been very disappointed in the 
“let George do it” attitude of most of our citizens toward fire department 
participation. We do not understand such apathy or apparent lack of 
consideration for one’s neighbor. One of our newer members said that, 
although he was not wildly enthusiastic about being a volunteer fire- 
fighter, he felt he was “paying his dues” to the community. We wish 
more people would consider paying dues. As with any business, the only 
alternative to “people” is automation. This is the direction we are urging 
the fire department to take, for though it is expensive, it is the only way 
that the dedicated few can make up for the absence of the uninterested 
majority. 


The Crane Hill Road issue, which we envisioned as a very minor mat- 
ter, was blown up out of all proportion to its worth and turned into a 
major fiasco. We must accept a major share of the blame as we acted on 
the opinion of an attorney who was not an expert on the subject, and 
consequently we went into last year’s meeting with an unnecessary and 
erroneous article which led to a great deal of confusion and emotionalism. 
At this point, we feel that the less said about the subject the better. We 
apologize. 


On the brighter side, we would like to point to the fact that our pre- 
diction of a slightly lower tax rate was justified. 


We were saddened by the death in 1977 of our former Town Treasurer, 
Harold Smith. Harold was a good and faithful servant to Sugar Hill for 
many years. Few are willing today to devote the time to community 
affairs that Harold did. He was a fine gentleman and we miss him. 


Our proposed capital expenditures are quite large this year but we feel 
they are necessary. Our present tractor-loader must be replaced and we 
think we should have the increased capacity of a larger one. The brush 
chipper we are proposing to purchase is our alternative to open burning 
which may no longer be done at roadside. The purchase of additional 
land for the library, which is possible at this time, is necessary for future 
operation of the library and the opportunity may not come to us again. 


We don’t think we have anything in the warrant of a very controversial 
nature and the proposed budget is up only slightly, but then, we didn’t 
think so last year either, so do not fail to come to the Meeting on March 
14 and see what happens. 


We would like to leave you with this thought, “There is no such thing 
as a free lunch”.

REPORT FROM THE SUGAR HILL FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Again this year, the Sugar Hill Fire Department has been very busy... 
fortunately not in the actual fighting of fires, but in terms of time spent 
drilling and studying fire fighting and fire prevention techniques, as well 
as maintaining equipment and the building. 


Night duty was again in operation during the winter months of 1977-78. 
Although few calls have actually come in during the night duty shift dur- 
ing these past three years, it should be a relief to all that someone is on 
duty on those cold and stormy nights should an emergency arise. 


The new truck committee which had a busy year in 1976 saw an even 
busier year in 1977 when the time came to make final decisions as to the 
truck itself as well as the equipment it should carry. After looking at 
all of the possibilities, the committee decided upon a pumper with a 1000 
G. P.M. pump as well as a 1000 gallon booster tank. The chassis is an 
International Harvester 2010- A, with the remainder of the vehicle to be 
built by the Pierce Manufacturing Company in Appleton, Wisconsin. A 
tentative delivery date has been set for mid-to-late April with two 
members of the department now planning to travel out to Wisconsin to 
pick up the truck. The department is currently planning an open house 
to be held shortly after the new truck arrives. 


As in the past, the members of the department are selling fire extin- 
guishers, smoke detectors, and other fire safety equipment. We strongly 
urge everyone to install smoke detectors. Contact any member for more 
information. 


In other areas, the members have built a tower in the station for drying 
hose. Also, we have acquired at no cost a government surplus Jeep 
through the State of New Hampshire which we are in the process of re- 
building. 


Over the course of the last year, the department has met twice each 
month (on the first and third Wednesday of the month). The first meeting 
consists of the regular monthly business meeting as well as a short drill. 
The second meeting is generally a much larger drill with our neighboring 
department in Franconia. 


Finally, the department is pleased to announce that we now have two 
“lady” firemen. It’s hoped that other interested people will join our ranks 
in the coming year. If you are interested, simply come to one of our 
monthly meetings or contact any member. As always, our meetings are 
open to the public.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN & DISTRICT CHIEF 


Forest fire control in New Hampshire is a joint state and town/city 
responsibility (RSA 224). 


The Director, Division of Forests and Lands (State Forester) appoints 
a forest fire warden and several deputy forest fire wardens in each town/ 
city upon the recommendation of local authorities. 


The local forest fire warden is responsible for forest fire prevention 
and suppression activities in his town. He regulates the kindling of out- 
side fires when the ground is not covered with snow by the issuance of 
written permits only when conditions are safe. He is responsible for 
suppression with the town/city and state sharing the cost. Suppression 
costs in excess of 1/4 of 1% of the assessed valuation of the town are as- 
sumed by the state. 


The state provides training for the local fire organization and helps 
coordinate activities between towns/cities. The state also supports local 
forces with backup personnel, equipment, and supplies for suppression 
and prevention. 

This combination of state and local cooperation, started in 1893, works 
well, for New Hampshire has enjoyed one of the smallest acreage losses 
due to forest fires in the United States for the past 25 years.

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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL REPORT 


In Sugar Hill, the North Country Council assisted in closing the Town’s 
open burning dump and in planning and establishing a tri-town solid 
waste transfer station. Furnished information on possible zoning ordi- 
nance amendments. 


In 1977, North Country Council provided the following region-wide 
services: 


Planning Services: NCC provides technical assistance to communities 
in a number of areas such as comprehensive planning, assistance with 
subdivision regulations, or reviewing development proposals. NCC is 
always available to meet with any local official, planning board or public 
body to assist with local planning matters and thirty-five towns have 
received some type of direct service from the Council. 


Economic Development Grantmanship: NCC worked closely with the 
Economic Development Administration of the US Department of Com- 
merce, the Farmers Home Administration, the Bureau of Outdoor Rec- 
reation, and HUD to bring a greater amount of financial resources into 
the Region; this will assist municipalities, local development corporations, 
and other organizations implement locally developed projects and pro- 
grams. NCC attempts to be aware of the many federal grant programs 
that would be relevant to needs of communities in the North Country. 


Preparation of Development Plans: By working over time to complete 
components of the Development Plan (in accordance with RSA 36:45), 
the Council will be in a position to make specific recommendations on 
how the communities in the Region can develop and prepare for future 
erowth. During 1977, much progress has been made in the areas of Land 
Use, Housing, and Economic Development. 


Participation in National and State Policies: NCC responds to opportuni- 
ties to present a North Country perspective before federal and state 
agencies. Examples include its presentation to the Regional Town Meet- 
ing on transportation sponsored by DOT Secretary Adams; meetings 
with the Regional representative of the Department of Energy on the 
potential of wood energy, its role in initiating legislation which permitted 
the construction of bi-state sewerage treatment plants, and its assistance 
in developing state legislation permitting town governments to develop 
and own industrial parks. NCC has also worked with the NH Department 
of Public Works and Highways to encourage the Department to make 
improvements to US 302 from Woodsville to Littleton. As a body repre- 
sentative of local government, NCC provides a local response to state 
initiatives on “208” Water Quality, Solid Waste, and Safe Drinking Water 
Standards. 
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Inquiries, Technical Assistance and Special Reports: NCC staff is always 
available to respond to the inquiries and requests of member municipal- 
ities. In the last year, the Council has published technical assistance 
reports on “Model Subdivision Regulations”, “Woodsville Downtown 
Improvement Summary Report”, “Energy Perspectives in the North 
Country”, and the “North Country Housing Element.” 


Education and Training Programs: NCC again co-sponsored the six 
Municipal Law Lectures in the Fall and the second statewide Annual 
Meeting of Regional Planning Commission members. A special workshop 
for applicants of Round II of the Local Public Works Act was held in 
conjunction with EDA officials from Concord and Philadelphia. Planning 
News, the NCC Newsletter, and a legislative bulletin keep local officials 
and interested persons informed of planning and development activities. 


In 1978, the Council will be available to work with the town and other 
appropriate groups to help implement some of the recommendations 
contained in the Plans. Ideas and suggestions on how the Council can be 
of greater assistance are appreciated. The Council was created by five 
towns in 1973 and continues to exist as a service agency to the towns. 
The Council greatly appreciates the support it receives from the towns, 
knowing that the support will enable it to provide continued service to 
the area in the future.

CRANE HILL ROAD STUDY COMMITTEE 


The Crane Hill Road Study Committee, investigating the need and 
projected cost of rebuilding the Crane Hill Road, surveyed the problems 
involved on several occasions between April lst and October 15, 1977. 


The road is presently impassable due to topography which causes se- 
vere soil erosion, numerous flood type water conditions and mud terrain 
which were in evidence even throughout the very hot spell between May 
18th and 26th. Much of the first half of the road is below the field level 
on the river side and above the muck and swamp on the other. The upper 
half of the road begins on a gentle slope but quickly attains a 12° climb- 
ing grade that ends in a 19° grade, creating what could be a most difficult 
and dangerous driving condition, especially in wet weather. 


The road was not used during the winter months or during inclement 
weather prior to its closing by a Town vote in 1963. It was seriously 
damaged by the flood of 1988 and proper maintenance and upkeep were 
never fully restored by the Town of Lisbon. 


An inspection of the road condition with the State Engineer, Mr. Lyn 
Cushing, established that the rebuilding of the road into a class V road 
eligible for Town Road Aid could cost as much as $50,000 if the Town did 
not charge against gravel, labor and equipment. Mr. Cushing recom- 
mended that the hill section, regardless of the type road eventually built, 
Should be roughed out so that ultimately at least a twenty foot road with 
two shoulders (class V) could be built to insure adequate drainage. 


Further studies by the committee point to the necessity for the follow- 
ing points to be taken into consideration: | 


1. The old road is located poorly and presents many possible hazards 
and dangers to those using it in the future. 


2. Its usefulness will probably be limited to the six months of fair 
weather, i.e. May through October. Snow, ice and rain will ad- 
versely affect safe driving conditions. 


3. The initial cost will not be the ultimate cost of trying to build a safe 
road. 


4. According to State records, the old road is only 8 to 12 feet wide in 
some sections. This would, therefore, require condemnation of ad- 
jacent privately owned land in order to increase the width of the 
road to meet requirements for today’s driving conditions. 


5. The committee recognizes the excellent road building work that has 
been done by the Town Road Agent - namely on the South Road, the 
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Grandview Road and the Hadley Road. It stresses that these roads 
receive limited use - whereas the Crane Hill Road, connecting two 
ends of Sugar Hill and exiting on the State Highways, promises to 
carry much more traffic. This could easily project a demand for a 
a paved road in the near future. 


Therefore: it is the consensus of the four members of the committee 
that no consideration be given at the present time to improving or re- 
building the Crane Hill Road. A grade VI dirt road, resembling (a lumber 
or fire type access road), would presently serve little purpose and could 
be considered extremely dangerous under many conditions. 


It further recommends that future plans for exits into Streeter Pond 
and Center District roads should include studying the possibilities of a 
new location to provide for a safe road with low maintenance costs. The 
road should avoid the present passage through swampy and wet terrain 
at the base of the hill; the steep grade at the top and the need for numer- 
ous culverts and possible water bars necessary for controlling water 
runoff. 


The decision to reopen the road involves the expense of an ongoing 
program over the years to come. The road could perhaps be made pass- 
able in summer at a moderate cost, but once this is done and houses built 
along the road, further improvements will be required to make it access- 
ible the year round and suitable for operation of the school bus. 


It is felt that the Town presently does not need this road and that any 
benefit to be derived by the Town generally would not justify the cost 
involved. Maintenance funds now available would be better used in mak- 
ing improvements to some of the roads now in constant use.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


During the year attendance at the library increased as did the cir- 
culation of books among adults and children. There were displays in the 
Reading Room on handicrafts, gardening, summer and winter sports, as 
well as Christmas books for all ages. 


With the help of the Trustees, out-dated books and those that had not 
circulated for several years were weeded from the shelves and put on 
sale. This process is necessary to make room for new books as they are 
ordered. Books that have not circulated for some time but are still valu- 
able are placed on shelves in the basement where they can be taken out 
by patrons who specifically request them. 


In accordance with its policy of improving physical conditions at the 
library, a storm door and storm windows were added to cut down fuel 
costs. A faulty drain was repaired to prevent future flooding in the 
basement. 
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The children at the Carolina Crapo School have been coming to the 
library in the spring and fall to learn the functions of the library and to 
take out books. The librarian reads a story to each grade after books 
have been selected. The library has an attractive Children’s Corner and 
it is hoped that more local children will take advantage of it in the future. 


More patrons are requesting reference books which can be obtained 
from the State Library in Concord upon request to the librarian. The 
Bookmobile visited three times during the year and left many books for 
adults and children, a service which greatly benefits the budget of a 
small library such as ours. These books are loaned for four months at a 
time. Without this service, the library would not be able to properly 
serve its patrons. 


The librarian continues to deliver books to shut-ins. Large print books 
are available from the State Library for those who have impaired eye- 
sight. 


The library is grateful to its friends who have given books, time and 
money in order to improve its work. The White Mountain Garden Club 
contributed money for books on gardening and gave a Christmas cactus 
plant which blossomed in time for the Holiday season. Books donated to 
the library have helped relieve the budget squeeze due to higher energy 
costs. 


Appreciation is extended to the Trustees by the librarian for their 
support. The Town is fortunate to have Trustees who are vitally in- 
terested in seeing that progress is made by the library each year in 
furthering its goal. As always, the library welcomes suggestions from 
the public for improving the service it renders its patrons.
